Although Just now things are com- 
paratively quiet nil along the borders, 
the general opinion seems to he thut It 
la only the calm thnt precedes a 
storm. 

Thank God, we of the bSnlvuliou 
Army here hi South Africa nre realiz- 
ing more nnd more our responsibilities 
towards the combutnnts of bulb 
forces, ami the zealous, nullrJug, self- 
denying labors of our officers now ai 
the front especially nmong the sick, 
and wounded, nnd dying — are boconi 
lng inereasingly reeogulzed, upproclnt- 
ed, and acknowledged, It is an un- 
fortunate fact, but oue for <vhlch we 
are In uo way responsible, that ever 
since the outbrcnk of hostilities, In 
October Inst, scarcely a line has 
reached us from nny of our comrades 
now cngogod with the Boer forces, 
beyond the very welcome coiiiuiuniea- 
tlon recently received from Stnlf-Capt. 
Cluck, to which reference hns already 
been mnde. We have, therefore, lo 
be content mainly with rumor, all of 
which poos to show that In various 
directions the Sulvntlou Army is well 
represented within the Boer lines. 

It Is certain, however— and it should 
be specially mentioned— tbnt nearly 
the whole of our Africander oMlccrs. 
both In Cnpo Colony nnd In Natal 
have relatives among the Boer forces, 
and some of these nre known to have 
been killed, wounded, or taken prison 
er. 1< or these comrades the utmost 
sympathy Is felt, and wns demonslrnt 
e<l to the full at our recent Territorial 
Congress in Cnpe Totvu, from the 
Commissioner downwards; and as we 
nre all one In Christ Jesus, and mem- 
bers of the self-same family, we feel 
sure that these ollieers will be remem- 
bered In the prayers of every Win- 
Cry reader who scans these lines. 

Among British and Boer alike our 
Officers are proclaiming the clad tkl- 
iuj;s of salvation wherever and when- 
ever the opportunity prcseuts itself. 
Ah matters now stand, however, we 
are necessarily biuugiu more in [ouch 

With tho Impar-lRl Troops, 

unions whom our devoted Leaguers 
are turiilne up lu evcr-lnercasliig num- 
bers with the nrrlval of fresh rcgi- 
menlB. A large proportion of these 
—Indeed, perhaps the largest propor- 
tion lu no way Isolated— arc those at 
"uouuur iiivci' and lucaliLy. Here 
Major Swain and Ensign Seott hnve 
been actively engaged for some weeks 
iu a blessed work with mosL encour- 
nglng results. 

The Major paid n flying visit to 
Cape Town for the Territorial Con- 
gress a few days ngo, whereupon your 
Correspondent Interviewed him as 
follows : 

"Well, Major, nny adventures to re- 
count ?" 

"Yes, more thnu time would admit 
of my teiilng at present. Amongst 
mnuy others we spent a night in the 
giinrd-rooiii, and another by the side of 
a transport wagon on the veldt. On 
our nrrlval at Moddcr Illver we had a 
most Intcrestlag experience. Our leut- 
polc had by some means disappeared 
during the journo}', and, after walking 
nnd carrying our luggage about two 
miles, from the place where tbc train 
stopped to the entnp, we found our- 
selves, towards evening, homeless. We 
east nbout for a plnce to sleep, and 
found an old disused room, the win- 
dows of which had been smashed, and 
the door nod

"Here we slept two days and nights 
until we found the shaft of a cart, 
and made a tent-pole of the same, mid 
now once more got under canvas. Our 
adventures were not finished even 
then, ns we found out during I he firsl 
tluiDderstorm, when the tent wns torn 
past repair, enme down with a crash, 
and left us in the night half-united, 
with the rain coming down In torrents. 
However, we got shelter for the re- 
mainder of the night, and when a 
friend saw us lu the morning brcnlc- 
faatlug under a cart, be tool: pity on us 
and lent us a tent for the time being." 

"How many Leaguers hnve you in 
camn 7" 

"A few weeks ngo we had ahotlt 
thirty-six, but at the battle of Magcrs- 
fontelrj we lost Ave, so thnt.we now 
number tblrty-one, but others ore fast 



arriving. Of course, these are not all 
lu oue place — they are mnde up of 
comrades from various regliueuts, and. 
eonsenuendy, extend over n good bli 
of ground." 

"And the spiritual condition of /ie 
Leaguers ?" 

"1 hnve been very much Impressed 
with the Leaguers I fame across. They 
are not only good Christians, but steri- 
iug Salvationists, nnd Ihey are

for their otil-and-otlt-ness. A soldier

"Is there plenly of room for the 
Salvation Army in the camp V" 

"Decidedly. 1. In my humble es- 
timation the Salvation Army Is the 
organization best able to do Individual 
visilallon and denl with these men 
about spiritual things.

In Ihe single battle of 
Waterloo Ilie French had over :i»,mu> 
killed and wounded, and the allies 
about K1.U0U. At (he but lie of Sadowa 
Ihe Persians lost In dead, wounded, 
and missing Dim officers and S.71I4 
men, while the Austriaus lost 1.147 
and 11(1,240 respectively. The British 
wonuded and missing in Ihe South 
African war so far cannot be more 
than 4,0(10 and ;OT0 respecllvely.— 
The Westminster.

ClIAPTEIt XXYII. 
MODERN GREECE. 

In spite of their misfortunes, the 
Greeks still cherished n hope of Inde- 
pendence. A secret society, called tbe 
Hetalrn, was formed among the young 
people, having for Its object Hie liber- 
ation of Greece. In 1820 the lirst ris- 
ing lonk plnee under Prlueu Ipsilantl. 
who had served In the Itusslau army. 
The expected Ilussian support was, 
however, not forthcoming, and Ipsil- 
antl was forced to- flee Into Austria. 

The following year a rising took 
place all over Greece. The pensiiuis 
of Allien drove the Turkish garrison 
out of all Athens but the Acropolis, 
which they besieged for 81! days. Omni- 
Pasha, with 4,000 Turkish soldiers, 
came to the relief of the besieged gar- 
rison, and routed the TOO Greeks, but 
no sooner had he turned his back than 
(he Greeks resumed the siege. The 



destroyed. After some morn lighilug 
In the north, in which General Church 
led the Greeks, the Turks were Dually 
defeated, and in October, 1S2S, the 
Peloponnesus became ft free country. 
Count Cnpo d' Istria was chosen 
President, and a Council was elected. 

Greece, ns n republic, however, proved 
a failure. Disputes aud civil wars 
were InceBsunt, and the European po- 
wers decided, for that reason, that 
Greece should be governed by u king, 
aided by a pnrliameut. 

As there was uo direct claimant in 
the throne, Prince Leopold of Saxe- 
Cobiug wus chosen, aud he accepted 
at iirst, but upon obtaining more do 
billed knowledge of the actual stale 
of things, and of the degenerated 
morals of the modem Greeks, he de- 
clined. 

lu the meantime thiugs went from 
bad to worse. Count d' Istria was 
murdered aud two rival councils tried 
to govern. 

In 1SIJ2 Otbo, a Boynl Prince of 
Bnvarla. was chosen as Klug by the 
conference in London, which was call- 
ed lo scl lie the affairs of Greece. 

King Olho was only 17 years of age 
when he took the reins of the govern- 
ment wllh u guard of Bavarian sol- 
diers, lie had a council appointed to 
rule for him until he should become of
